In  compiling  this  catalog  we  have  aimed  to 
submit  in  a clear,  concise  manner,  a number  of 
peonies  that  have  been  found  satisfactory  with  us. 

We  have  shown  the  latest  rating  of  the  Amer- 
ican Peony  Society  as  shown  by  Bulletin  No.  14, 
issued  May,  1921.  As  this  rating  is  a tabluation 
of  votes  from  various  sections  of  the  country,  it 
is  a pretty  safe  guide  to  follow  as  to  the  merits 
of  the  different  varieties.  However,  there  are  a 
few  varieties  with  a rather  low  rating  that  have 
proved  very  satisfactory  with  us  and  for  that 
reason  we  have  listed  them.  Some  of  the  very 
high  ratings  on  the  newer  originations  may  be 
slightly  modified  when  they  are  placed  in  general 
cultivation  and  a larger  vote  on  their  merits  re- 
corded. Again,  there  are  a number  of  very  fine 
peonies  of  recent  origin  that  do  not  appear  in 
the  symposium  of  the  American  Peony  Society 
that  will  undoubtedly  stand  in  the  front  rank 
when  a later  vote  is  taken.  The  process  of  elim- 
ination and  substitution  of  newer  and  more  com- 
mendable varieties  is  a very  worthy  one  and  one 
in  which  we  will  gladly  co-operate.  The  process 
of  elimination,  however,  is  a rather  difficult  task 
due  to  the  varying  likes  and  dislikes  of  individ- 
uals, but  this  can  be  best  brought  about,  we  be- 
lieve, by  the  planting  of  test  gardens  in  various 
localities,  giving  peony  exhibitions  during  the 
blooming  period  and  general  invitations  extended 
by  growers  to  the  public  to  visit  their  fields 
during  the  season  of  bloom.  In  no  better  way 
can  comparisons  be  made  and  an  education 
gained  as  to  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  dif- 
ferent varieties.  We  gladly  welcome  visitors  to 
our  nurseries  where  they  will  receive  courteous 
attention. 

In  the  general  list  of  peonies  that  we  have  list- 
ed will  be  found  a large  variety  to  select  from  of 
the  best  standard  as  well  as  some  of  the  newer 
and  rarer  sorts.  We  are  growing  a number  of 
peonies  that  we  have  not  listed  and  are  constantly 
trying  out  new  varieties  each  year,  so  if  you  de- 
sire any  variety  not  found  in  the  following  pages, 
write  us  and  we  will  be  pleased  to  quote  prices. 

SIZE.  The  peonies  we  offer  are  strong  plants 
or  divisions  with  from  three  to  five  eyes.  We 
can  supply  large,  three,  four  and  five  year  clumps 
of  a number  of  these  varieties  if  desired.  Prices 
will  be  quoted  upon  request.  It  is  our  policy  to 
supply  as  large  plants  as  possible,  and  repeat 
orders  from  satisfied  customers  are  the  best  evi- 
dence we  have  that  our  efforts  in  this  direction 
are  appreciated. 
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PRICES.  We  are  sending  as  a supplement  to 
this  catalog  a price  list.  The  prices  quoted 
cover  plants  packed  ready  for  shipment.  A new 
price  list  will  be  issued  when  circumstances  war- 
rant and  will  be  mailed  to  all  who  have  a copy 
of  this  catalog.

Every  effort 
will  be  used  to  avoid  mistakes,  but  should  any 
occur,  we  will  be  glad  to  rectify  same.  All  stock 
sent  out  will  be  true  to  name  and  description. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  peonies  do  not 
always  become  established  ‘the  first  season  after 
planting,  in  other  words,  the  best  results  cannot 
be  expected  the  first  year.  Some  peonies  do 
splendidly  the  first  season  after  planting  while 
others  take  some  little  time  to  get  thoroughly 
established  in  order  to  do  their  best. 

GENERAL  REMARKS.  Extra  copies  of  both 
the  price  list  and  catalog  will  be  gladly  furn- 
ished to  anyone  making  request.  If  you  have 
a friend  interested  in  the  peony,  who  does  not 
have  a copy  of  this  catalog,  kindly  supply  the 
name  and  address  and  copy  will  be  forwarded 
immediately.

Shipment  of  peony  roots  will  commence  earl}^ 
in  September  and  continue  throughout  the  fall 
months.  We  recommend  fall  planting  whenever 
possible  to  do  so,  however,  if  it  is  not  possible 
to  plant  during  the  fall  months  for  any  reason,  we 
can  supply  divisions  in  the  spring  that  have  been 
properly  carried  over  the  winter  months  in  stor- 
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age,  that  will  be  found  quite  satisfactory.  As  an 
instance  of  this  will  state  that  we  carried  off  a 
prize  at  the  Minnesota  State  Horticultural  So- 
ciety’s exhibit  held  the  17th  of  June,  1921,  for 
the  best  vase  of  six  whites,  (the  variety  Mons. 
Dupont  being  used)  the  blooms  having  been  cut 
from  spring  planted  stock.  It  is  much  prefer- 
able, however,  to  plant  in  the  fall. 

In  addition  to  the  growing  of  peonies  we  grow 
large  quantities  of  gladiolus.  Price  list  will  be 
furnished  upon  application. 

CULTURE.  The  peony  is  in  a class  by  itself 
when  it  comes  to  standing  neglect  and  still  giv- 
ing fairly  satisfactory  results,  but  how  readily  it 
responds  to  fair  treatment.  Keep  the  ground 
tilled  at  intervals  directly  around  the  plant.  Do 
not  work  too  deep  near  the  crown  of  the  plant. 
An  inch  or  two  is  sufficient.  A foot  or  two  from 
the  plant  deeper  cultivation  may  be  resorted  to 
with  good  results.  Peonies  will  grow  and  thrive 
in  all  kinds  of  soil  but  the  best  results  are  ob- 
tained in  a deep,  rich  loam.  See  that  they  are 
amply  supplied  with  water  during  the  blooming- 
period,  in  fact  from  the  time  the  buds  begin  to 
form.  In  planting  be  sure  that  the  buds  are  at 
least  two  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
Earth  should  be  pressed  firmly  about  the  roots 
and  a location  chosen  where  water  will  not  stand 
during  the  winter  season.  Too  deep  planting  will 
result  in  disappointment.  A light  mulch  during 
the  first  winter  after  planting  will  be  found  bene- 
ficial. After  the  plants  have  become  established, 
no  winter  protection  is  reciuired.  If  the  rain-fall  is 
insufficient  during  the  months  ’'of  July  and 
August,  it  will  be  found  very  desirable  to  water 
your  peonies,  as  during  this  period  the  new  buds 
are  being  formed  for  the  next  season’s  bloom. 

By  proper  selection  of  varieties  the  season  of 
bloom  mj|f^"  be  extended  nearly  a month.  There 
may  be  found  the  early,  early  midseason,  mid- 
season, late  midseason,  and  late  varieties  in  all 
colors  that  will  give  you  a month  of  continuous 
enjoyment,  so  plant  freely  a.id  enjoy  to  the  ut- 
most one  of  the  most  satisfactory  perennials  that 
has  ever  been  produced.

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To  the  list  may  be  added  a number  of  very 
desirable  varieties  but  the  above  is  simply  given 
as  a partial  guide  in  making  selection. 

Below  we  are  listing  a number  of  Mr.  Franklin’s 
seedling  peonies,  representing  a very  careful 
selection  from  many  thousands  grown  by  him 
during  the  past  twenty-two  years.  In  making 
these  selections,  careful  comparisons  have  been 
made  with  the  best  originations  of  other  growers. 
They  are  all  free  bloomers,  and  good,  strong 
growers.  They  have  all  been  given  a thorough 
test  and  several  of  them  have  carried  off  prizes 
in  competition  with  originations  of  other  grow- 
ers. They  were  iieA’er  placed  in  competition  until 
the  season  of  1920  when  they  carried  off  1st,  2nd 
and  3rd  prizes.  This  performance  was  repeated 
the  season  of  1921  at  the  Nortfiwestern  Peony 
& Iris  exhibition  and  the  Minnesota  State  Florti- 
cultural  Society.  They  represent  the  cream  of 
many  years  painstaking  work  and  careful  selec- 
tion. 

The  plants  sent  out  will  be  found  large,  healthy 
and  vigorous  and  we  feel  confident  will  give  real 
satisfaction. 

A.  M.  SLOCUM.  (No.  170)  A white,  loosely 
built  flovv^er  of  rose  type,  very  attractive.  Cen- 
tral petals  slightly  edged  crimson.  Golden 
stamens  intermixed  throughout  the  petals  give 
the  flower  a creamy  effect.  Good  grower.  Free 
bloomer. 

BALL  O’  COTTON.  (No.  69)  Chaste  pure 
white.  Delightfully  fragrant.  Rose  type.  Flower 
resembles  LeCygne  very  much  but  possesses 
more  fragrance.  Good  grower.  Flower  medium 
size.  very  promising  A^ariety. 

COMET.  (No.  32)  Light  red  in  color.  Bomb 
type.  Broad  outer  petals.  Central  petals  nar- 
row. Resembles  Felix  Crousse  in  form  but 
lighter  in  color.  Fragrant. 

C.  W.  SCHOCK.  (No.  7)  Full,  double,  rose 
shape  flower.  A very  unusual  shade  of  red, 
has  no  lustre.  Medium  tall,  good  grower  and 
bloomer. 

CRYSTAL  LAKE.  (No.  133)  Dark,  rose  lake 
color.  Exceedingly  Augorous  grower.  Does  not 
fade  in  the  sun.  Golden  anthers  prominent 
surrounding  center  of  flower.  Semi-rose  tA^pe. 
A most  attractiA'e  A^ariety, 

EDW.  W.  BECKER.  (No.  171)  White,  shaded 
light  flesh  color.  A vp*'*'  large,  flat  flower 
measuring  8 inches  or  more  on  specimen  bloom. 
Mild  fragrance.  Free  bloomer.  A very  attrac- 
tive, semi-rose  type  flower. 

ELEANpR  ANN  SMITH.  (No.  119)  Opens  a 
dark  pink,  fading  slightUo  Large  bloom,  good 
grower,  fragrant.  V ery  attractive  golden  an- 
thers prom.inent  throughout  the  flower.  Loose- 
ly built  type  of  bloom. 

HETTIE  ANN.  (No.  141)  Practically  the 
same  description  as  Eleanor  Ann  Smith,  but 
a much  darker  pink  and  does  not  fade  as  much. 
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HIGK-JIISTX.  (No.  83)  Color  extremely  dark 
maroon,  semi-rose  type,  on  order  of'Mons. 
Martin  Cahuzac.  Fully  as  dark. 

JUNiy  DAY.  (No.  11)  Color  light  flesh,  deep- 
ening toward  center  of  flower.  Rose  type.  Some 
of  the  central  petals  slightly  edged  v/ith  laven- 
der. Delicate  rose  fragrance.  Carried  off  first 
honors  at  1921  exhibition  of  the  Northwestern 
Peon}"  & Iris  Society  as  the  best  seedling  ex- 
hibited. A wmnderfully  attractive  flower  that 
should  be  in  every  choice  collection.  Extra  fine. 

LAKE  O’  SILVER.  (No.  308)  Light  pink,  sil- 
ver tipped.  Golden  anthers  prominent  through- 
out flower.  Central  petals  darker  pink.  Large 
bloom,  7 to  8 inches.  Extremely  free  bloomer 
and  desirable? 

MARY  P.  KING.  (No.  112)  Even  shade  of 
light  coral  pink  on  outer  petals  deepening  to- 
ward center  of  bloom.  Central  petals  delicate- 
ly margined  with  lavender.  A prolific  bloomer 
and  good  multiplier.  Mild  and  pleasing  frag- 
rance. One  of  the  most  admired  in  our  trial 
beds.  A charmiing  flower. 

MABEL  L.  FRANKLIN.  (No.  8)  Outer  petals 
light  pink  shading  to  darker  pink  toward  center 
of  flower.  Short,  creamy  petals  intermingled 
near  the  crown  of  the  flower  add  greatly  to  its 
beauty.  Inner  petals  slightly  edged  with  laven- 
der. Delightfully  fragrant.  This  is  one  of  kir. 
Franklin’s  best  originations  and  a prize  win- 
ner. A.  splendid  acquisition. 

MINNETASKA.  (No.  81)  A very  prolific 
bloomer  of  clear,  dark  pink,  margined  and 
tipped  silver.  Golden  anthers  prominent.  Frag- 
rant. A splendid  landscape  variety. 

NAKOMIS.  (No.  92)  A very  attractive  bloom 
of  semi-rose  type.  Fragrant.  The  attractive  fea- 
ture is  the  marking  of  central  petals.  Flowwm 
light  pink.  Central  petals  imbricated,  golden 
stamens  mixed  wdth  dark  vermillion  red. 

O-PE-CHEE.  (No.  82)  Dark  red,  loosely  built 
floAver.  Golden  anthers  prominent  throughoiu 
the  flower.  Attractive  bloom. 

PET  AGRA.  (No.  17)  Light  red  with  crown 
petals  surrounded  with  golden  anthers.  Frag- 
rant. Guard  petals  large,  showing  light  green 
stripe  on  lower  side.  Very  large  bloom,  strong 
grower.  Specimen  bloom  measured  9 inches  in 
diameter. 

PONEMAH.  (No.  79)  Even  shade  of  most 
beautiful  pink  shading  to  lighter  pink  at  edge 
of  petals.  Flower  opens  flat  and  of  enormous 
size.  Specimen  blooms  measured  9 inches  i i 
diameter.  Central  petals  lacinated.  Outer  rows 
of  petals  broad.  Delightfully  fragrant.  Sturdy 
grower  and  bloomer.  Very  desirable. 

QUEEN  OF  HEARTS.  (No.  101)  Loose  rose 
type.  Light  pink  fading  slightly  in  sun.  At- 
tractive bloom  with  strong,  rigid  stems  sup- 
porting bloom  erect.  Fragrant. 

~RED  BIRD.  (No.  14)  Bomb  type.  Color  out- 
er guard  petals  rose  red,  central  petals  lacin- 
ated and  of  a darker  shade.  Fragrant. 
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REVERIE.  (No.  34)  Large,  rose  type  flower. 
Color  opening  in  the  bud,  red,  fading  to  dark 
pink.  Golden  anthers  throughout  flower  entire- 
ly concealed. 

SERENE.  (No.  44)  Full,  rose  type,  medium 
size,  pure  white  with  edging  of  carmine  on  cen- 
tral petals.  Upright,  stiff  stems.  This  variety 
awarded  first  prize  at  Minnesota  State  Horti- 
cultural Society’s  exhibit  as  best  seedling  ex- 
hibited. Possesses  very  pleasing  fragrance. 

TONKA.  (No.  117)  Color  white.  Dwarf  grow- 
er. Bomb  type.  Petaloids  visible.  Very  slight 
and  pleasing  odor. 

V/AH-WAH-TAY-SEE.  (No.  12)  Dark  pink, 
fading  to  silver  pink  at  edge  of  petals.  Central 
pedals  do  not  fade.  Golden  stamens  prominent 
in  center  of  flower.  Very  attractive  variety. 

W.  F.  CHRISTMAN.  (No.  36)  Color  flesh  pink. 
No  stamens  visible.  An  exceedingly  attractive 
flower  and  delightfullj^  fragrant.  Outer  guard 
petals  broad  and  of  splendid  substance.  Cen- 
tral petals  narrower  and  lacinated.  Full  rose 
type.  A strong  grower  and  sure  bloomer.  Con- 
sidered by  Mr.  Franklin  one  of  his  very  best. 

WEN  ON  AH.  (No.  68)  Large  dark  pink,  tipped 
and  edged  with  white.  Loose,  rose  type.  Yellow 
stamens  prominent  throughout  flower.  Good 
bloomer  and  sturdy  grower. 

To  the  above  list  will  be  added  others  when 
they  have  been  sufticiently  tested  out  to  warrant 
distribution.  In  this  year’s  seed  bed  were  found 
a number  of  exceptionally  promising  varieties 
that  are  to  be  given  further  tests.  If  they  prove 
as  promising  another  year,  there  Vvdll  be  some 
pleasant  surprises  in  the  peony  world  in  the  way 
of  new  acquisitions. 

In  regard  to  the  rating  shown  on  the  left  hand 
margin  of  the  descriptive  list  below  will  state 
that  the  figures  represent  the  percentage  based  on 
a scale  of  10.0  which  scale  of  ten  represents  the 
highest  perfection  obtained  in  a peony,  in  other 
words  absolute  perfection;  9.0  shows  very  high 
quality  but  not  the  highest;  8.0  high  quality  and 
7.0  fair  quality.  An^^  rating  below  5.0  is  recom- 
m.ended  for  discard,  in  fact  it  is  recommended 
that  any  variety  grading  below  6.0  should  be  dis- 
continued. 

We  have  shown  the  rating  and  immediately 
below  the  same  in  brackets  will  be  found  the 
number  of  growers  voting  in  the  symposium  re- 
ferred to.  Take  for  instance  the  first  variety 
listed,  Achille.  This  peony  rates  6.3  with  23 
growers  voting  on  its  merits.  The  figures  were 
careful!}-  compiled  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Amer- 
ican Peony  Society  from  about  eighty-five  dif- 
ferent lists  sent  in  by  members  of  the  Society 
from  all  sections  of  the  United  States.  In  com- 
piling the  rating,  the  average  valuation  was  taken 
and  the  results  obtained  should  be  a pretty  safe 
guide  to  follow  as  to  the  real  value  of  the  variety. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  a peony 
with  a high  rating  that  has  been  in  commerce 
for  a considerable  period  of  time  and  has  only 
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received  a comparatively  small  number  of  votes 
out  of  the  total  lists  submitted,  might  be  a beau- 
tiful sort  but  one  that  will  not  give  the  best  re- 
sults under  all  conditions  and  in  all  localities. 
The  opposite  is  true  of  a variety  grown  for  a 
number  of  years  which  has  received  a high  per- 
centage, as  well  as  a large  number  of  votes.  For 
example  the  variety  Festiva  Maxima  with  a rating 
of  9.3  and  a vote  of  84,  represents  a peony  of 
real  worth.  On  some  of  the  newer  creations 
that  have  only  been  in  commerce  a few  years  the 
high  rating  of  a few  members  may  not  prove  the 
absolute  worth  of  the  variety,  although  it  bids 
fair  to  rank  high  in  percentage. 

The  writer  has  in  mind  a number  of  excellent 
varieties  that  are  yet  too  little  known  and  the 
stock  still  too  scarce  to  be  generally  grown  that 
will  doubtless  find  a place  with  the  high  rated 
ones  wTen  another  check  is  taken.

But  they  didn’t  ask  attention  and  they  grew  with- 
out a fuss 

And  they  did  their  best  to  blossom  wdthout  need- 
ing help  from  us. 

So  I rather  missed  their  beauty,  thinking  roses 
only  rare 

Just  because  they  kept  us  busy  giving  them  espe- 
cial care; 

Which  I guess  is  only  human — men  and  dowsers 
— it’s  just  the  same, 

If  you  never  give  folks  trouble  they  may  never 
know  your  name. 

Now"  I’m  older  and  I’m  w"iser,  and  I’ve  peonies 
by  the  score. 

And  I wdsh  that  in  my  garden  I had  room  foi 
many  more; 

They’ve  won  their  fancy  ti'.lcs,  and  they’ve  won 
the  heart  of  me, 

And  I feel  a little  gladder  when  their  blossoms 
rich  I see. 

And  I feel  a little  sadder  when  the  last  pink  petal 
falls. 

For  their  corner  w"ill  be  dreary  until  another 
Junetime  calls. 

And  I see  now  all  the  beauty  that  the  mother 
used  to  claim 

In  that  good  old-fashioned  cluster — when  the 
“piney”  w"as  its  name.
